the Grand Duke himself had abdicated, thus bringing the Romanoff dy- 
nasty to an end. The foregoing dispatch which is from the Petrograd 
telegraphic agency, a semi-official Institution was sent from Petrograd 
today. 


Advices direct from Petrograd yesterday said there had been some 


differences of opinion between the d'ima leaders and the representatives' 
of the worldngmen.. The latter wished to leave undecided the question 
of form of .the -Russian government until after the holding of a constitu- 
tional assembly, whereas the dunia group, fearing dangers to the country 
in the absence of a definite government, had put forward the program 
or » regency under the grand duke.

March 17.—The autocracy which has 
held Russia in iti 'ifrip.since the be- 
ginning of history fell today. 
The 


house of Romanoff, which has ruled 
the empire for 400 years, came to 
an end with the abdication of Nich- 
olas II, perhaps the weakest repre- 
sentative of his. line. 
Following on 


the heels of this startling develop- 
ment came the rumor tonight of the 
death of the little son of the empor- 
or, whose abdication was included in 
that ;6t his father. 


Although .apparent from the be- 


ginning of the revolution that the 
removal of the monarch was the in- 
evitable end, the actual 
fact,

suddenly accomplished, came as an 
overwhelming surprise to the popu- 
lation. Within four hours after the 
abdication

Michael, who automatically became 
regent on the passing of the emper- 
or, the crowds in the streets had se- 
cured ladders and began to tear the 
imperial insignia from the 
winter 


palace and the front of buildings on 
the main thoroughfares.

ZEPPELIN AND GREW IS 


SHOT DOWN BY FRENCH 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Pans. March n.-^-A Zeppelin has 


been shot down in flames near Coni- 
piegne. All of its crew were lost. 


The Zeppelin was sighted shortly 


before da-wn and was reached 
by 


French anti-aircraft guns at a great 
height, probably three miles. 
The 


airship caught fire and the wreck- 
age, 
with the burned bodies of the 


crew fell outside Compiegne. 


Compeigne is 45 miles northeast 


of Paris and is close to the battle 
front, which the Zeppelin had pre- 
sumably crossed. 


U-BOAT ATTACKING 


LAPLAND IS SUNK

off the Irish coast 
when a subma- 


rine that appeared in the ship's path 
was sunk by a patrol boat.

The 
cruel enemy is making his last efforl 
and the moment is near when our 
raliant army, in concert with those 
of our glorious allies, will definitelv 
chastise the foe.

To All Officers and Employees: 


It has been broadly stated in the press for several days 


past that 6:00 p. m. on Saturday, March 17,1917, all loco- 
motive engineers, firemen, train conductors and brakemen 
on a number of important railroad systems, including the 
Baltimore and Ohio, will stop work in a body unless other- 
wise ordered; in other words, go on strike. 
- 


Such action under any circumstances would be a serious 


menace to the public welfare, and I am unwilling to believe 
that the rumors are well founded, at least so far as Balti- 
more and Ohio employees are concerned. In any event, if 
such action is even under contemplation it seems to me' 
only fair to the men in the service of this company that I 
should state the situation clearly as it is understood by 
me.

On September 2,1916, the Congress cf the United States 


passed the so-called Adamson Eight-Hour Law, to become 
effective on January 1,1917. This act, as you know, was 
hastily prepared, was indefinite in its terms, and in addi- 
tion to this, many able lawyers and others felt that the law 
itself was unconstitutional, consequently the Supreme 
Court was asked to say first whether the law was consti- 
tutional or not, and second, if constitutional, how it should 
be interpreted and applied. 


The case was argued before the Supreme Court on Janu- 


ary 8, 9 and 10, 1917. 
Pending a decision of the case the 


railroads were instructed to keep their records of the time 
worked by the various employees affected by the law, so 
that whatever final conclusion might be reached concern- 
ing the law the men should receive the full benefit from 
the date when the law was to become effective, that is to 
say, January 1,1917. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Company is so keeping the 


time of all of its employees affected, and if the law is de- 
clared constitutional it expects to pay, and will pay by spe- 
cial voucher, the increased wages due any employee since 
January 1, 1917. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Company offered last summer, 


when this matter was under discussion, and again pro- 
poses that if the law is found to be unconstitutional, to 
have all matters in this controversy submitted to arbitra- 
' tion before a board of arbitrators to be chosen by the Pres- 
.ident of the United States. 


Certainly no fairer proposition was ever submitted by 


any company to its employees. No fairer proposition can 
be submitted. To go further than the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company is willing to go, would simply be yielding to 
force and not to the spirit of fair dealing. 


It is not necessary that Baltimore and Ohio employees 


should strike in order to obtain fair treatment, either in 
this or any other case. This controversy can be settled in 
an orderly way and settled fairly, and it should be kept in 
mind that the question submitted to the Supreme Court 
was a very complicated and important one, and further- 
more there were other cases before the Court which had to 
be decided in proper order, and no one, I am sure, would 
wish to have this matter passed upon hastily or incom- 
pletely by such an important tribunal as the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


It has been stated that the employees on some of the 


other lines will not be affected by the strike order. Is this 
because they are more loyal to their employers or are they 
more patriotic citizens than the employees of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Company? I cannot believe that such is 
the case. 
I cannot believe, nor will I believe, that Baltimore and 


Ohio employees will without cause take hasty, unwar- 
ranted and unnecessary action, the direct effect of which 
will be to bring great inconvenience, if not real distress, to 
large numbers, and which might and probably would do 
great and unforeseen harm in other directions. 


I hope it will never be said that Baltimore and Ohio em- 


ployees, in a time like this, took action which gave satis- 
faction, aid and comfort to those opposed to the welfare of 
the United States.
